NORTH  SCITUATE.

Obituary. 
Miss  Harriet  Ellen  Cole  who  de- 
parted this  life  Wednesday,  May  9th, 
was  born  in  Charlestown,  Jan.  5,  1822. 

She  came  to  Scituate  in  1834,  where 
she  has  since  resided.  She  had  per- 
fect health  all  her  life,  until  about  two 
years  ago,  when  evidence  of  the 
treacherous  cancer  appeared,  and  it 
iy  a  question  of  time  as  to 
the  final  result. 

Miss  Cole  has  been  confined  to  the 
bouse  but  a  little  over  three  months, 
and  during  that  time  has  maintained 
a  pleasant  and  cheerful  disposition, 
always  glad  to  receive  tbe  visits  of  her 
friends,  and  always  expressing  a  de- 
sire, if  it  be  the  will  of  her  heavenly 
Father,  to  live.  She  bowed,  however, 
with  Christian  fortitude  to  the  irrevo- 
cable decree,  and  was  willing  to  say, 
"Thy  will,  O  Lord,  be  done." 

Although  suffering  most  intensely 
during  the  last  few  days  of  her  life,  a 
few  hours  previous  to*  her  death  she 
sank  into  an  unconscious  state, and  her 
end  was  quiet  and  peaceful. 

Miss  Cole  united  with  the  Ortho- 
dox Congregational  Church  of  this 
town  in  1846,  and  in  1848  removed 
her  membership  to  the  Methodist 
Church  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.

"Tulip"?   Tbe  hats  seem  lnrgor  than 
they  did  lastyeirr,  hecanse  tho  crowns 
nre  made  larger  nnd  higher,  nlthough 
the  brims  nre  no  wider  and  arc  cut 
down  the  hack. 

Io  the  trimmiug  of  hcuncttt  flowers 
nre  used  in  tho  greatest  variety  of  form 
nnd  color.  Roses,  violets,  pansics, 
everything  the  flora  of  the  continent 
cau  suggest  is  simulated.  They,  come 
in  wreaths  nnd  meutnrcs,  nnd  to  say 
that  they  hleem  In  all  tbe  hues  of  the 
rainbow  is  mild  lantruage,  for  what 
are  they  compared  to  tbc  preductie 
of  tbo  modern  celorisl*  ?  And  so  v 
have  apple  green,  tan,  eadct  and  eh 
trie  hlue,  terra  cotta,  of  course,  aod 
on  through  tho  loug  list.  Thero  are 
but  lew  feathers  on  the  bonnets,  and 
still  lewer  flowers  ou  the  hats.  Tbe 
latter  nro  trimmed  with  ostrich  feathers, 
threc-qcarlcrs  length,  in  two  or  wore 
shndes,  and  have  pi  tin  velvet  facing:

Once  in  a  great  while 
n diminutive  hird  is  noticed  en  it  bound, 
While  lace  i»  ion  order  everywhere 
aud  there  are  some  very  striking  coin' 
binntious  in  Blnelr  nnd  gilt,  the  lnttci 
bciug  much  used  in  ornaments  nnd  ec< 
casionully  in  the  letiudntien  hrnid, 
There  arc  unirersnlly  two  sets  ol  tics, 
long,  narrow  and  ef  different  shades. 
Tbe  younger  wemcn  tie  their  benucti 
behind,  under  the  back  hair  uud  not 
the  ehin.  Satin  ribbons  are  used  for 
bows  and  strings,  while  gnuzes  and 
pompous  frequently  appear.  Kesc 
buds  arc  in  their  glory,  and  mess  trim- 
mings for  edging  brims  is  n  novel  feat- 
ure. The  prices  do  net  vary  much 
from  former  years,  and  they  mngc  lo- 
cally from  $10  to  830.  The  hats  lead 
the  bounds  in  this  respect. — [Spring- 
field Republican.

Farm  and  Garden. 

i    Eurrtu  ur  LrsaxDoai  8.  Bicu.tawi. 

Soil  well  prepared  in  tho  field  nnd 
garden  for  tbe  reception  of  seed,  is  as 
important  as  a  good  undorplning  to  n 
house.  If  it  is  not  already  done  lose 
no  time  in  attending  to  it.  Let  the  soil 
be  well  pulverized,  for  every  plant  must 
have  its  food  In  n  lirjuid  state  before 
it  can  ahsorb  it  through  its  rools,  and 
the  finer  the  soil  is,  the  easier  and 
quicker  ean  tbe  plant  feed  upou  it. 
Planls,  whether  n  tree,  bush,  vine,  or 
ought  else,  do  not  nhsorb  nutriment  di- 
rectly throngh  its  largest  roots,  but 
through  ils  spongioles,  or  hnir  reels, 
•jituated  nt  the  end  of  the  roots.  These 
tho  feelers  spreading  out  in  seoreh 
of  food.  Thoy  are  very  smnll,  henee 
the  necessity  of  finely  pulverized  soil 
thnt  will  become  to  the  plant  as  soluble 
and  nutritious  as  milk  is  to  habies, 
Pulverization  alone  will  amount  lo  bul 
little,  unless  sufficient  plant  feod  is  ap- 
plied where  n  deficiency  exists. 

.Generally  speakiug  harn  manure  is 
the  best  food  far  plants.  "Pot  on  ph 
ly  61 3t  i  better  get  n  smnll  pateh  rich 
thnn  spread  it  thin  ovor  n  lnrge  surface 
where  double  the  work  is  performed 
with  no  greater  results.  Den't  plough 
too  deep,  five  inches  is  enonjfh,  don't 
want  nil  the  poor  soil  brought  up  to  the 
tbe  surface. 

It  is  time  to  plant  potatoes.  The 
Snow  Fh  ke  is  creeping  into  favor,  but 
the  Early  Rose  cootiuues  to  Be  the  most 
popular  varisty.  Mr.  Edmund  Ilersey 
elllingham,  a  brain  farmer,  has  con- 
ducted a  scries  ef  experiments  npon  the 
'potato,  and  the  results  are  of  great 
vnluc  fo  every  farmer  or  gardener,  es- 
pecially tho  economic  value.  One  of 
bis  experiments  is  in  plantiug  large  nnd 
small  potatoes.  On  a  plot  of  ground, 
he  planted  one  row  of  large  potatoes, 
and  nexFtb  it  n  row  of  small  potatoes', 
and  so  oltcrnniing  therowt,  through  tho 
field,  nnd  so  careful  was  be  in  his  ex- 
periments, thnt  the  condition  of  the  soil 
should  not  favor  one  more  than  the 
other,  he  alternated  also  in  the  row, 
first  a  lnrge  potato,  then  a  smnll  one, 
through  the  row.  When  we  say  a 
small  potato  wc  mean  a  very  small  po- 
tnte,  tho  refuse  or  lhe  third  culling 
from  a-biu  of  potatoes,  pig  potatoes, 
only  an  ineh  in  dinmctcr.  The  seed 
end  is  eutxjff*  and  only  one  or  two  eyes 
left  on.  So  with  the  large  potatoes, 
heth  had  the  same  eulinrc,  nud  nt  the 
end  ef  the  season  lbc  crop  from  the 
small  potatoes  wus  a  little  abend  ef 
the  large  potatoes,  both  io  size  and 
quantity,  with  less  amount  of  small  ones, 
thnn  thoso  grown  from  the  lnrge  pota- 
toes. It  is  argued  hy  most  farmers 
that  this  may  be  the  result  lor  one  yenr. 
hut  if  the  crop  from  the  smnll  potatoes 
hc  planted  another  year,  the  potatoes 
wheu  hnrvestcd  will  be  smaller  and 
finally  run  out.  But  Mr.  Hcrsey,  nfter 
a  trial  of  three  years,  has  proven  that 
this  is  not  the  case,  aod  that  the  crop 
from  the  'mall  potolecs  holds  ils  own, 
nnd  nt  lhe  end  ef  the  third  yenr  the 
qunntily  nud  size  wns  larger  if  nny- 
ihing  than  the  first  year.  Mr.  Hcr- 
sey wisely  adds :  no  experiment  should 
be  perfectly  sntisfactory  unless 
dueled  lor  ten  years,  henre  he  intend.* 
to  continue  the  experiments.  II  tin 
smnll  waste  potatoes  can  be  thus  util- 
ized for  planting  in  the  spring,  it  will 
be  a  great  economic  step  iu  tbc  march 
of  agriculture. 

Other  experiments  were  conducted 
in  the  same  field  nt  lhe  same  ti 
ns  plauling  the  seed  cud  of  the  pointoe 
in  oue  row  nud  the  opposite  end  in  the 
next  row  ;  hot  nitcoded  with  but  lillh 
differcucc  in  the  crop  as  yet. 

At  a  Farmer's  Institute  wc  put  le 
Mr,  Ilersey  and  other  lending  agricul 
lurists  the  questiou  whether  they  hud 
ever  experimented  ib  planting  green 
polutncs,  hut  neither  ever  had. 

We  intend  to  test  it  this  year  nud 
will  Mr.  Ilersey,  and  see  if  this  wn 
product  cannot  bo  better  utilized  and 
bring  more  money  than  feeding  le  tin 
pigs.  We  Inrm  for  money,  it  it  is  t 
weakness,  pardon  it,  that's  all.  W< 
propose  to  fight  it  out  en  this  line, how 
ever,  if  it  takes  all  summer. 

Strawberries  should  bo  set  out  now. 
Tbo  curlier  in  the  Spring,  after  the 
•Irost  is  out  of  tho  gtouod,  the  hcttcr. 
If  put  off  late,  lhe  feverc  drougths,  te 
which  our  climate  el  laic  has  been  trou- 
bled, dries  them  up. 

Hon.  Marshal  P.  Wilder,  lhe  veter- 
an liortii-ullurnlist,  snys  nf  the  culture 
of  the  strawberry,  ihut  there  arc  three 
requisites :  first,  water  ;  second,  more 
water ;  third,  u  great  deal  more  water. 
Wo  plant  them  in  rows  nbout  ooc  foot 
nnd  n  hulf  iu  lhe  row,  uud  the  rows 
three  or  three  aud  cue-half  feet  apart. 
Lot  lbc  first  end  sccoud  rows  ruu  to- 
gether and  form  n  bed,  aud  the  space 
holwccn  tho  second  and  third  rows  rc- 
mnin  open  its  a  path,  und  so  en  alter- 
nately through  the  field,  the  beds  being 
Z>  I-*.'  lect  wide  nud  tbc  paths  the  same 
width  ;  ufter  the  second  year,  or  bear- 
ing one  year,  allow  tbc  phuils  to  ruu  lo 
the  puilis.  After  loosening  uud  enrich- 
ing the  soil  plow  the  old  bed  tip,  pro- 
viding you  arc  short  uf  room,  il  uoi 
sol  out  clscwhero,  raauuro  highly. 

Do  not  set  the  strawberries  below 
the  crown  ol  the  plant  ;  looseu  lhe  soil 

Iu  the  holes  for  the  reccptiou  of  the 
straw  berry  raise  it  little  mound  nuil  set 
the  plant  on  to  it  nnd  sprcutl  the  roots 
over  aud  nroiiud  il.  I.ct  the  soil  lie 
moist,  pick  oil  the  blossoms  the  first 
year  aud  allow  no  weeds  le  grow 
nmnug  them. 

The  spring  is  tho  best  time  to  set 
thorn  out.  Tbc  varieties  ure  lunuy, 
One  of  the  most  popular  vnrielies  for 
tbe  home  garden  is  the  Sharpless,  a 
very  lnrge  berry  nud  geed  flavor.  The 
Cbas.  Downing,  Ilorvey  Dnvis  nud  the 
Cuinbcrlund  Triomphc  are  nil  good  aud 
tried  varieties.

Sect.  1.  Whoever  wantonly  and  reck- 
lessly sets  fire  to  any  material  which 
causes  the  destruction  or  injury  of 
any  growing  or  standing  wood  of 
another  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceed- 
ing six  months. 

Sec.  2.  "This  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  passage." 

Something  should  be  done  by  the 
town  to  stop  the  extensive  fires  that 
have  been  so  frequent  of  late.  The 
pines  of  Marshfield  are  attractive, 
they  give  vigor  to  the  inhabitants,  de- 
light to  the  visitor,  and  wealth  to  the 
fortunate  proprietor.
